Does 
not the word call to mind something that you 
have always idealized, always desired, always 
sought? Have you not hoped to find a retreat 
© where you would be detached from the confu- 
» sion of the world, and where you could enjoy a 
certain peace of mind that the world has not 
given you. There is such a retreat, and you can 
find it. You can enter into it and find the peace 
» that you have been seeking. 
> The Psalmist called this place “the secret 
place of the Most High.” Jesus called it “thine 
» inner chamber.” Mystics and seers of all ages 
> have referred to it. It is the place where man 
» retires from the confusion of the world about 
> him and finds inner peace. It is the place where 
» man communes with his Maker. It is the place 
» where God gives Himself to man. 
7 When Truth students are told to practice the 
» silence they are directed to this inner retreat. 
» In the silence they detach themself from the 
external world. According to the instructions 


» of Jesus, as they enter the inner chamber, they 


shut the door and shut out material thought. In 
secret they commune with their indwelling 
— They find the presence of God within 
them. 

Will you retreat at this time from the 
thoughts that may be disturbing you? Will you 
» enter this inner chamber or secret place where 
> the peace and power of heaven will be conferred 
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upon you? The thoughts that have been disturb- 
ing you have no power when you view them 
from your spiritual retreat. The things that 
have been bothering you can no longer do so 
when you find the presence and power of God 
within you. i 





Withdraw from the beliefs that have been 
troubling you. Withdraw from worry and anx- © 
iety, doubt and fear. Enter into that inner 
realm where you know that you are master of 
your world. Through Christ in you, you have 
power over all things. You have power to re- 
duce the worrisome thought to nothingness. You 
have power to take command of your environ- | 
ment and your world. 

In the secret place within you, you will find 
a new world, a new life. You will perceive new 
values. Things of the world about you which f 
seemed important to you will become as noth- 7 
ing. That within you which you may have § 
heretofore neglected will be given its proper 
value. You will learn that the presence of 
Christ within you is the most important thing 
in all the world. 

As you enter your retreat, know that you — 
are entering a holy place. Lay aside all material © 
thought. Enter His presence. Enter into the 
joy of the Lord. Enter into those holy courts 
in which you perceive the glorious company of 
heaven. 

Now you are in the very presence of God. 
You are in the presence of your Father, who 
created you, who loves and sustains you, who

heals and prospers you. What a glorious 
thought! What a privilege! What a radiant 
and dazzling presence this is! 

When you come into the presence of God, 
you will lose all fear of Him. Strangely enough, 
you will find that somehow you are at one with 
Him. You will find that you are inseparably 
joined to Him. You will discover a sweet and 
holy communion with Him. 

Possibly you have always wondered just 
how you would behave in the presence of God. 
When you find yourself in His company, you 
will discover that all there is to do is to love 
Him and, in turn, to receive His love. 

The presence of God causes us to lose sight 
of what we have thought of as the presence and 
power of adverse conditions. In God’s presence 
there is no presence of evil. Communing with 
Him, we lose sight of all belief in anything un- 
like Him. 

The presence of God is the presence of light, 
peace, joy, love, health, strength, substance, and 
plenty. In His presence we find the presence or 
manifestation of all that we have sought and 
desired. We find our prayers answered when 
we find the presence of God. 

The retreat to which you are directed will 
reveal many blessings to you. You will always 
be glad to know that you have found it. At just 
a second’s notice, you can retire to it. When 
things in the world about you are most alarm- 
ing, you can withdraw to your retreat and know 
that all is well. 





FORGIVENESS AND RESTORATION 


HEN WE forgive another, we restore 
§ him to the same place that he occupied 
“wa before he sinned against us. We wipe § 
from mind the accusing thought. We 
see him not as a sinner, but as one who is solv- 
ing his problems and finding his way. We be- 


hold him freed from the adverse beliefs we have © 


entertained about him. 
Paul wrote: “If a man be overtaken in any 
trespass, ye who are spiritual, restore such a 
one in a spirit of gentleness.”” We can see that 
we are to handle the other fellow’s trespasses § 
in a most impersonal way. If he sins against © 
us, we are to view him as needing our help, not 7 
our censure. We are to restore him to the place § 
that he occupied in our affections before he | 
transgressed. a 
If you are spiritual, if you can enter spirit- 
ual consciousness, you will have no desire to 
bind another to that one’s mistakes of the past. 
You will have no tendency to regard a friend as 
an enemy because he thoughtlessly did or said 
something that did not meet your approval. 
Sometimes a lifelong friendship terminates 
because some one does not know how to forgive. © 
Scmetimes we view a friend as a most bitter § 
enemy even when he tries hard to love and to § 
help us. We let a small thought become a § 
mighty barrier to friendship. Forgiveness isa 9 
process of dropping from mind the adverse § 
thought which we hold about another. Restora- 
tion is a process of taking him to our heart 
again. 
You will have no difficulty in forgiving when

you realize that when you forgive you let the 
Christ in you greet the Christ in another. Is 
this not a beautiful thought? When you refuse 
to forgive, you refuse to let Christ in you speak 
to the Christ in the other person. 

We can forgive easily when we see how in- 
significant is the thought that has caused the 
trouble. Possibly, a few angry words caused the 
great World War. The whole situation reduced 
to its original status would have amounted to 
nothing. Men are so inclined to magnify and 
elaborate upon something which has no impor- 
tance whatever. 

Not long ago when two friends had quar- 
relled, one of them said: “I did not care so 
much about what he did or said. It was just 
the principle of the thing.” How often we hide 
behind such an alibi because we want a certain 
principle to be regarded. In Truth there is but 
one principle, the principle of love. If we should 
always see things from the standpoint of this 
principle, we could easily disregard the so- 
called principle for which we are inclined to 
stand up or fight. 

In this message you are admonished to for- 
give and to restore to your affection the friends 
to whom you have denied friendship for any 
reason whatever. The friend whom you used 
to love so well and whom you now regard with 
indifference and greet with unresponsiveness— 
he is to be thought of first. You are to wipe out 
of mind all the adverse thoughts you have had 
about him. You are to take him to your heart 
again and to love him even more than you did 
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in your former experience. 

You will feel a great inner satisfaction when 
you forgive. Your refusal to forgive another 
has hurt your soul much more than you think. 
You will feel a great sense of inner peace when 
you restore him in a spirit of gentleness. The 
gentle spirit, in turn, will bless you. 

Forgiving has its own rewards. When we 
forgive another, we reward ourselves with 
something. We experience an inner letting go, 
a relaxation, that gives us an inner satisfaction 
we have long sought. Holding another in the 
chains of adverse thought makes our own hands 
tense and hard. The one who refuses to for- 
give possibly harms himself much more than he 
does the other person. Certainly, forgiveness 
does have its reward. Emptying out of mind 
the hot, black, tense thoughts gives a happy feel- 
ing to the one who has cherished them. 

The problems of humanity are many and 
varied. We must think of each person as trying 
to do his best. If he seems to sin against us, we 
must help him with his problem. We must not 
make his way harder or his load heavier by add- 
ing our resistance and adverse thoughts to his. 
If we think he has failed in solving personal 
problems, we should help him through our love. 
If he has seemed to work against us, we 
cannot be excused for working against him. 

Will you forgive? Will you restore that 
friend of yours in the spirit of gentleness? 
Heaven will send up a cheer of joy when you 
give up the thought that has kept you from for- 
giving him
